He was far from indifferent to what was going 
en there. But he looked upon any active interference by the 
Government of India in affairs beyond its own frontiers as a 
eardinal error, and as certain, if indulged in, sooner or later 
to involve us in hostilities either with the people inhabiting 
the territories to which he referred, or with their enemies— 
probably with both. A war the end of which no one could 
foresee, which would involve India in heavy debt, or necessitate 
the imposition of additional taxation, to the impoverishment 
ef the country and to the unpopularity of our rule, would, he 
confidently predicted, be the inevitable sequel of our mixing 
ourselves up in any way with Central-Asian politics. “ If 
we cend agents,” he said, “into remote countries where 
the government is rude, and the people bigoted and law- 
less, we subject them to ill-treatment and insult which we 
must be prepared to punish by force of arms.”’ He laid down 
as the “true policy” of Anglo-Indian rule, to avoid all such 
complications ; to consolidate its own power; to give to the 
people subject to it the best government it could; to organise 
its administration in every department on a system which will 
combine economy with efficiency ; and soto make our Govern- 
ment strong and respected throughout the vast territories 
under its sway. “By standing fast, as long as may be pos- 
sible, on our own border, we can be ready to meet invaders 
with advantage. Invasion may never come; but if it do 
it should find us well prepared to repel it.’’

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, Feb, 25. 

The Conference has at length become a thing of the past, and may 
be said to have fulfilled all the expectations formed of it. The 
Eastern difficulty has been put to sleep for a few months longer, 
and the peace of Europe is again reassured. Even the irritation 
against Prussia would seem to have subsided over here; to burat 
forth, it is true, with tenfold violence, against Belgium for having 
acted in the interest of Prussia, in the matter of the treaty between 
the Luxembourg and French Eastern Railway Companies, which 
the Belgian Government have virtually forbidden. The Luxembourg 
Railway had proved a bad speculation, and the company applied 
to the Government to purchase the line ; and, on its refusal, entered 
into negotiations with the French Eastern Company, who would 
have been only too glad to have acquired the line, as it filled up a 
break between their line of railway and that ofa Dutch company 
with whom they already had a treaty. When everything was on 
the point of being settled, the Belgian Government interfered to 
prevent the fusion, and, as a matter of course, the French semi 
official press were let loose on their devoted heads. Many of the 
articles which have appeared in the Paris journals have been of a 
most violent character; but it would be absurd to pretend] that 
they represent public opinion over here in the smallest degree, a 
cireumstance which the English daily journals who have com- 
m ented on this outburst of feeling do not seem to have taken into 
consideration. Regularly every year Belgium is bullied by a par- 
ticular section of the Paris press, on one pretence or another; and 
if this business of the fusion of a couple of railways had not turned 
up so opportunely, some other pretext for reminding Belgium that 
she existed merely by French sufferance would sooner or later have 
been found. The truth is that the power of discussing home affairs 
is so limited over here that the newspapers only too gladly seize on 
any foreign questions which afford them opportunities for airing 
their suppressed indignation and their talent for incisive writing at 
the same time. 

The Conference at its final meeting, after reading the reply from 
the Greek Government, entered into a formal acknowledgment of 
the adhesion of the Cabinet at Athens to the principles set forth in 
the declaration of Jan. 20. It at the same time pronounced diplo- 
matic relations between Turkey and Greece to be re-established, and 
charged its president to thank the two Governments for thé 
deference which they had shown to its counsels. This done, the 
Conference pronounced its own dissolution.

SPAIN. 

In the sitting of the Constituent Cortes, last Saturday, Signor 
Rivero was definitively elected President, by 167 votes, against 47 
given to his Republican opponent, Orense. 

The Provisional Government resigned office on Monday. A vote 
of thanks to the members was proposed in the Cortes, but opposed 
by the Republicans, and the debate stood adjourned. General Prim 
declared that the late dynasty should never reascend the throne 
of Spain. He said he had joined Marshal Serrano to overthrow 
that dynasty, and would remain united with him in the work of 
reconstruction. 

The Cortes had an evening sitting on Wednesday to conclude 
the discussion on the motion thanking the Provisional Goverament 
and charging Marshal Serrano with the formation of a new Cabinet. 
The Minister of Justice delivered a speech explaining the motives of 
the Government in reserving to the Cortes the right of proclaiming 
liberty of worship. He justified the suppression of the Jesuit con- 
ferences at the Monastery of St. Vincent, whereby conspiracy had 
been fomented, and he stated that among the accomplices in the 
murder of the Civil Governor of Burgos were three friars belonging 
to that monastery. The Minister of Public Worship addressed the 
House, and was several times interrupted by cheers. He declared 
the proceedings of the clerical party justified the measures which 
had been taken to preserve the objects of art in the churches. The 
motion was adopted by 180 against 62 votes. When the result was

Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild, who presided on the 
occasion, warmly advocated the claims of the charity on public 
benevolence, and spoke in very high terms of the skill of the 
surgeons of the institution, Mr. E. Chance and Mr. N. Henry 
Stevens, as particularly exemplified in one case that had just come 
under his notice. The amount of subscriptions announced was a 
little above £600, of which a good proportion had been collected by 
ladies who were present. It is understood, however, that the insti- 
tution is sadly in want of funds. 


A deputation from the London Association of Church School- 
masters yesterday week waited upon Earl De Grey and Ripon, 
President, and Mr. W. E. Forster, Vice-President of the Council, 
to urge upon the Government the necessity of appointing a Minister 
of Education; of altering the Revised Code; of not separating 
religious from secular education; and of generally improving the 
condition of certificated schoolmasters. Earl De Grey and Ripon 
replied that the Government regretted they could not deal with the 
generul question of education this Session, as the work which over- 
shadowed a)l others would prevent it. But it would be dealt with 
when the proper time came, and the suggestions of the deputation 
would be remembered and perhaps acted upon, 


The annual report of the directors of the National Gallery was 
issued on Wednesday morning. The pictures purchased during the 
year have been a picture by Dierick Bouts, of Haarlem (commonly 
called Stuerbout), a large altar-piece by Carlo Crivelli, in thirteen 
compartments; the sketch by J. 8. Copley of his large picture at 
Guildhall of the ‘‘ Siege and Relief of Gibraltar,’’ and an unfinished 
picture of ‘‘ The Entombment,”’ ascribed to Michael Angelo. Among 
the pictures received by bequest and donations are portraits of Mr. 
William Siddons, by Opie; and of Mrs. Sarah Siddons, by Sir T. 
Lawrence (bequeathed py Mrs. Cecilia Combe, Mrs. Siddons’s 
oe ; portraits of Mr. James Baillie, of Ealing, his wife, and 
four children (bequeathed by Mr. Alex wnder Baillie, of Naples, in 1857; 
but, by sanction of the Lords of the Treasury, retained during his 
life by the testator’s nephew, the late Mr. M. J. Higgins) ; and 
wegeeg large picture of ‘‘ The Raising of Lazarus’’ (presented 
by Mr. R. E. Lofft). The collection at Trafalgar-square was visited 
during 1869 by 729,645 persons, and that at South Kensington by 
881,076. The number of students in oil painting entered during 
the = was 467, of whom there was a daily average attendance at 
Trafalgar-square of 35, and at South Kensington of 34; the water- 
colour students numbered 189, and their average attendance was— 
at Trafalgar-square, 30; and at South Kensington, 28. One 
hundred and nine copies were taken of 44 pictures by 31 foreign 
i and 147 copies of 67 pictures by 27 masters of the British 
school, 


The annual conference of the Associated Chambers of Commerce 
has been held this week at the Westminster Palace Hotel. The 
subjects for discussion included, among other matters, bankruptcy 
law reform, treaties of commerce, the assessment and collection of 
taxes, maritime dues, the registration of partnerships, postage and 
telegraphic matters, and weights and measures. One of the resolu- 
tions unanimously passed on Tuesday, the first day, was to the 
effect that four commercial members of the House of Commons be 
requested to bring in a bankruptcy bill based upon the Scotch 
measure of 1856, ind dently of the scheme which is to be 
brought forward by the Government. Other resolutions were 
passed, objecting to the abolition of imprisonment for debt, and 
containing propositions to further amend the County Courts Act of 
1867, and to secure a registration of partnerships. Among the 
resolutions adopted on Wednesday was one urging the Government 
to convoke an international conference, with power to arrange an 
international system of money, weights, and measures; and another 
recommending the more y payment of foreign bills of exchange 
sent for negotiation to London. A resolution in favour of the assimi- 
lation of the Factory Acts and the Hours of Labour Acts was with- 
drawn after some discussion. In the ev the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce, in connection with their annual meeting, 
entertained the Right Hon. John Bright, M.P., the President of 
the Board of Trade, at a dinner held at the Westminster Palace 
Hotel, The chair was occupied by Mr. 8. 8. Lloyd, of Birmingham, 
president of the Associated Chambers. 


Dr. Livingstone has been elected corresponding member of the 
French Academy of Sciences. There were fifty-six voters, forty- 
four of whom gave their suffrages in favour of Livingstone. 


The amount subscribed for a testimonial to Mr. Roebuck has 
reached about £3000, The presentation will be made at Sheffield, 
on March 19, at a public meeting of the subscribers, and a dinner 
will be given to the learned qustionen in the evening.

LAW AND POLICE. 


THE ELECTION PETITION TRIALS. 

Yesterday week the election petition trial affecting the return of 
Mr. W. H. Smith for Westminster was brought to a conclusion. 
Baron Martin decided that Mr. Smith had been duly elected. The 
question of costs was not decided. 


On Saturday Mr. Justice Willes declared both Mr. Hill and Mr. 
Eaton duly elected for Coventry. Nc order was made as to costs. 


At Cashel, on the same day, Baron Fitzgerald pronounced Mr. 
O’Bierne guilty of bribery personally and by agents, and unseated 
him. The petitioner, Mr. Munster, he also declared guilty of 
bribery by his agents. Each party is to pay his own costs, 

Major Knox was on Wednesday declared unseated for Sligo, on 
the ground of bribery by his agents, and condemned to pay the 
costs of the petition. e Judge will report that great bribery and 
corruption prevailed at the last election, and will report the names 
of the bribers and bribed. 


The inquiry at Bodmin was concluded on the same day. The 
Judge declared Mr. Gower duly elected, the petitioners to pay all 
expenses. His Lordship said there was no evidence or reason to 
Salleve corrupt practices prevailed at the last election on either side. 


The petitions against the return of Messrs. Clay amd Norwood, 
the Liberal members for Hull, and against Mr. Arkwright and Mr. 
Figgins, the Conservative representatives of North Derbyshire and 
Shrewsbury, are to be withdrawn. 





Mr. Baynes, governor of the county prison at Winchester; Mr. 
Howard, of the Bengal constabulary; Colonel Pearson, of the 
Grenadier Guards; and Superintendent Walker have been appointed 
District Superintendents of Police in the metropolis, and will act 
under the orders of the Chief Commissioner. 


Mr. Edward Ovens, the Judge of the Manchester County Court, 
died on Thursday week. He had for several years suffered from 
disease of the heart. 


The case of “‘Saurin v. Star and Kennedy,’’ which has wasted 
the time of the Court of Queen’s Bench for the past three weeks, 
had not closed at the time we went to press with our country 
edition. So far as the suitors are concerned, the case was closed 
on Thursday, when the Solicitor-General concluded his speech for 
the plaintiff; but the Lord Chief Justice reserved his summing-up 
until the next day. Weh to be able to give in our town edition 
the decision of the jury in this singular trial. The trumpery nature 
of the case is thus aptly set forth by the Solicitor-General :—* I 
suppose never before was so much time taken up in inquiring into 
details so mean, so petty, so utterly contemptible as those which 
have formed, I don’t say the whole, but the main staple of the 
inquiry you have been occupied upon for three mortal weeks. 
Whether or not a nun’s veil was honestly torn; whether her clothes 
internally and externally were bona fide worn out or not; whether 
her stay-laces were broken too soon; whether too many bits of 
calico, papers, pins, needles, bobbins, and silk were in the pockets ; 
whether she put a pair of boots belonging to another sister on her 
feet when a great man visited the convent; whether she ate too 
much ham in the pantry when she ought to have been eating 
mutton in the parlour ; whether she talked to externs ; and matters 
of this important character, have chiefly taken up the time of 
twelve gentlemen of the county of Middlesex and of the Chief 
Justice of England in the first court of common law in the country 
for eighteen days."’ 


The decision of Vice-Chancellor Malins in the matter of Latitte 
and Company and the National Bank is to be appealed against. It 
is stated that in any case the bank are not likely to lose more than 
£80,000, since, although the decision involved £230,000, with three 
years’ interest, the various ultimate adjustments in connection with 
the case would bring the matter within that compass. 


Vice-Chancellor Malins has dismissed with coste a petition 
resented by Colonel Finch for an order to wind up the London 
ermanent Benefit Building Society. 


Judgment was given yesterday week by the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Councilin the case of ‘*Giblin and Others v. M‘Mullen,’’ 
in which was involved an important question as to the liability of 
bankers for securities deposited with them by their customers. The 
executors of a gentleman named Lewis appealed against a decision 
by which the Union Bank of Australia was relieved of responsibility 
for some £10,000 worth of debentures, which had been left in its 
custody and had been stolen by a clerk. Lord Chelmsford held that 
there had not been negligence, and dismissed the appeal with costs. 


One of {the charges on which the directors of the Merchants’ 
Company have been under examination at the Mansion House was 
sent for trial yesterday week. Mr. R. S. Lane and Mr. Childs had 
been sumnioned for having published a statement in a call circular 
issued in May, 1866, in which it was said that no losses had been 
made, whereas it was alleged by the prosecution that the compan 
was at that time insolvent. The Lord Mayor, having gone through 
the books, expressed his belief that when the circular was issued 
the undertaking was hopelessly insolvent to the knowledge of the 
defendants, and committed them for trial. Both Mr. Lane and 
Mr. Childs asserted their innocence of having knowingly published 
a false statement. They were admitted to Dail in £2000, and one 
surety each in the same sum. 


The hearing of the first charge against some of the directors of 
the Merchants’ gg pe was resumed, on Monday, at the Mansion 
House, when Mr. Richard Stuart Lane, Mr. Horace Edward 
Chapman, and Mr. Frederick Helbert Helbert were accused of con- 
spiring to defraud the shareholders by issuing a p ectus well 
knowing it to be false in certain material particulars. This case is 
distinct from that heard on Friday, in which Mr. Lane and Mr. 
Childs were committed for trial. Mr. Cape, the official liquidator, 
was recalled and examined, and the case was again adjourned, 
until Saturday (to-day). 


An action was brought in the Court of Common Pleas, on 
Tuesday, by Mr. Morrison, M.P. for Plymouth, against & heoad 
printer, to recover damages for a libel. The slander complained 
of was published during the last election, and was characterised by 
Mr. Justice Smith in the strongest terms of reprobation. On the 
defendant making an apology, a verdict was taken for 40s. ; and, in 
consideration of the defendant’s poverty, Mr. Morrison did not call 
upon him to pay the costs. 


A case was heard at Westminster Police Court last Saturday in 
which a constable violently assaulted a witness ina recent com- 
ie against a police-sergeant, telling him at the same time that 
ne was ‘‘a marked man.”’ The constable set up a defence, which 
the magistrate characterised in terms of strong reprobation, and 
inflicted a fine of 40s. 

An extraordinary case of suicide has been investigated at 
Camden Town. A newsvender named W. T. Williams, who was 
described as of weak intellect, appeared to have taken a cask of 
paraffin oil into his bed-room, and after pouring it over himself, 
set fire to the fluid. It was sometime before thefire could be extin- 

ished. The jury returned a verdict that the “ Deceased per-

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On the eve of the production of the most important scheme 
which it has fallen to the lot of any statesman of our time to 
submit to Parliament, it is not natural that there should be 
much interest for the prosaic topics for which the attention 
of the House of Commons has been asked during the past 
week. A bill for the repression of crime, as it has been de. 
scribed, was to have been laid before the Commons, but, in 
deference to the representations of the House of Lords that 
it ought not to be left without work, that bill has been trans- 
ferred by the Home Secretary to the care of the Lord Privy 
Seal. Lord Kimberley’s speech will be delivered too late 
for analysis in this column. Not much has been heard as to 
the detail of the plan; but it is understood to include a system 
of surveillance which is to bring persons of evil repute under 
habitual observation, with the idea of hunting them, as it were, 
from haunt to haunt, and eventually forcing them to despair 
of obtaining dishonest livelihood. It were premature to 
complain that unless the bill contains much more than 
this it will be ineffectual, and we touch upon the sub- 
ject only because at the close of the coming week there 
will not be much opportunity for dwelling

be judged from the fact that on Tuesday night last the om 
porary bridge at Blackfriars was choked up by the crowd of 
persons leaving their City employments for their homes, and, 
this fact being rapidly made known to the thief class, a hasty 
expedition was planned, and a dashing charge of rascaldom 
was made upon the honest folk. These were knocked down, 
hustled, robbed, women and children were trampled down, 
and for an hour and a half roguery made a good harvest. 
But there was no similar machinery for the protection of the 
public; no light-limbed and heavy-bludgeoned constables as 
suddenly swooped upon the mob, dealing chastisement and 
making prisoners ; and, but for the resistance offered by some 
of the sturdier passengers, the thieves would have had it nearly 
all their own way. French police would have had a hundred 
rascals now in gaol, most of them considerably punished in 
advance. But then that would be so “un-English.”’ How- 
ever, this kind of thing, and various similar pleasant incidents, 
will gradually form a public opinion that will bring grief to 
Mr. William Sikes and his accomplices, whether Mr. Bruce be 
resolute or half-hearted. 

We are to have a Mercantile Marine Bill, as designed by 
the late Government; and Mr. Bright intimates that it will 
contain an appalling number of clauses, which will be agree- 
able occupation in the hot nights. We learn that, by way of 
a further sop to the disaffected class in Ireland, about fifty of

However, mercy, if not utterly absurd, is generally praise- 
worthy ; and, if the culprits have learned their lesson, there 
may be no reason for detaining them in school longer.

MR. PEABODY’'S GIFTS TO THE POOR OF LONDON, 


The trustees have issued their statement for the year 1868 in 
accordance with the wish of Mr. Peabody, in his letter to the 
trustees in January, 1866. 

The account shows that the original fund of £150,000 has been 
increased by rents and interest on unexpended capital to the extent 
of £23,313 9s. 3d., making the sum total at the end of December, 
1868, £173,313 9s, 3d. in land, buildings, and cash in hand. 

During the year which has just ended a fourth range of 
buildings, forming what is now known as l’eabody-square, was 
erected in Victoria-street, Westminster. They were completed at 
the end of December, and contain 235 rooms, fully occupied by 
389 individuals. There is a large list of applications for future 
vacancies. 

The total population of all the buildings now completed by the 
trustees is 1971. These compose the families of working men, 


Archwology of the Month. 


Additional details of the recent proceedings of the British Arch»»- 
ological Society of Rome show that Signor Gor’, in his tecture on 
the Palaces of the Caesars, adduced the evidence of the brick-stamps 
of the different Emperors and other equally authentic data, proving 
that considerable errors have usually been made in the localities 
assigned to each of the Cwsars. Mr. Parker, in an excursion of the 
society to the excavations under St. Anastasia, at the north-w:s! 
corner of the Palatine, and in the Circus Maximus, pointed out the 
tufa wall of the time of the Kings of Rome, which formed part of 
the state gallery for the patricians when the Cicus Maximus was 
made by Servius Tullius; also the street or lance, now sudterrancan, 
which led from the Arcus Quadrifrons, or Arch of Janus, passing 
by the Lupercal of Augustus to the Circus Maximus, with a series 
of shops attributed to the time of Julius Cesar, who is recorded tu 
have built something at or near this spot. At the further cnd of 
the Circus he showed them the recent excavations there in the curve 
(near the septizonium), with remains of the lower gallery and the 
staircase to it. He explained that the pier supporting the staircase 
is faced with brickwork of the time of Trajan, who was one of the 
Emperors that enlarged the Circus until eventually the seats round 
it would hold 385,000 spectators. 

At Athens, too, the excavations of the Temple of Bacchus, M 
Piot, a French gentleman, writes that he has just discovered the 
remains (trunk and head) of a colossal faun, the proportions ani 
form of which are found, by comparison, to be just those of the 
caryatides in the Louvre. These last were known to come from tlie 
Villa Albani. The fifth is at the museum of Stockholm. There 
is every reason to suppose that it is the sixth of these statucs 
which has now been discovered, and that it formed, with others, the 
monumental decoration of the Athenian theatre consecrated t» 
Bacchus. 

The discoveries at Guildford Castle continue to excite consider- 
able interest. It is hoped they will be closely examined, as former 
conjectures upon caves discovered here have proved erroncous. In 
the chalky ridge on which the castle stands there is e series of 
caverns or excavations, which have been vaguely supposed to have 
had a communication with the fortress; for no valid evidence has 
been found to warrant that conjecture. They are described by 
Grose. ‘There are likewise crypts on the north and south side of 
High-street, which have been suggested as the castle souterrains ; 
but they have more the character of underground chapels to re- 
ligious foundations than of appurtenances to a baronial fortress; 
and there is no historical evidence respecting them. There 
appear to have been with these crypts vaults and communications 
which are now blocked up. The researches have been continued, 
and six chambers on the whole have been discovered; but their cou- 
nection with the castle remains to be shown, which would be 
necessary to prove their use as dungeons of the fortress-prison, 
which was discontinued in the reign of Henry VII. Bones have 
been dug up, but disposed of without being examined. It is pos- 
sible that the chambers may have been blocked up on their use 
being discontinued. Altogether, there is much obscurity in the 
history of Guildford Castle ; the first mention of it is of the time of 
John, but the keep indicates an earlier date. Mr. King infers 
that it was identified as one of the palaces of the earliest Saxon 
monarchs, and that ‘ Alfred the Great sometimes dwelt here,"’ 
though it is not mentioned inthe Saxon chronicle. King adds that 
*‘here Alfred might without annoyance measure his well-considered 
time by his then novel invention of the candle with divisions notched 
upon it to tell the hours.”’ 

In the adjoining parish of Godalming, near Busbridge Hall, in 
the Old Minster Field, has been unearthed the foundation of a 
small octangular building, within which were a number of skeletons 
in good preservation. Here was formerly a parochial chapel and 
burying-ground, which, in the reign of Edward VI1., was granted to 
Lawrence Eliot, and described as ‘‘a chapel in Godalmyng, called 
the Old Mynster;’’ but Brayley notes, *‘ no remains are extant.’’ 

The Chaucer Society (says the Athen@um) is to have an outline 
woodcut copy, and also a shaded one, of Occleve's beautiful minia- 
ture of Chaucer, in the Harleian MS., 4866. M. Rudolph Blind 
draws the former, and Mr. W. H. Hooper is to draw and cut the 
latter. The miniature has never yet been properly engraved. 

The late Mr. Arthur Ashpitel, the architect, who died recently, 
has, says the Builder, bequeathed the greater part of his rare and 
valuable books, and his collection of antique and Etruscan vases, 
brought by him from Italy, to the Society of Antiquaries; his two 
drawings of Rome are left to the national collection at South 
Kensington ; and provision is made for founding a prize at the 
Institute of Architects. 

From a paper recently read to the London and Middlesex Arclieo- 
logical Society by Mr. Milbourne, hon. secretary, on the Church of 
St. Mildred the Virgin, Poultry, we learn that Richard Shore was 
buried in the church. This was not the husband of JaneShore. Dr. 
Percy calls Master Shore Matthew ; andintheletterof Richard III. to 
the Bishop of Lincoln the baptismal name of the husband is called 
William. Richard Shore was an Alderman of London, 1505; was 
related to Jane Shore’s husband; and may, possibly, have been 
interred in St. Mildred’s. He gave £15 for the making of a porch 
to the church. A poor poet, Thomas Tusser, the author of ‘‘ The 
Five Hundred Points of Good Husbandrie,’’ died a prisoner in the 
Compter; and was buried in St. Mildred’s on May 9, 1580. John 
Hildic, citizen and poulterer, by his will, gave 6s. 8d. of the issues 
of a menage enlied “the Red Cocke’ to be expended in main- 
taining an anniv omy ! in the church to his memory. Among the 
extracts given by Mr. Milbourne from the early registers is that of 
the burial of an African Prince, 1610; and the burial, in 1583, of a 
prisoner who is stated to have stolen the Queen's gloves. 

A correspondent of the Builder, in some clever notes on the

The trustees have possessed themselves of two other sites at 
Chelsea and Bermondsey, and are devising plans for the erection 
of buildings thereon and elsewhere. Into these it is their earnest

Its date is about 
1330 to 1540, so it must have been a curiosity in Elizabeth's time. 
Possibly this violin was given by her to Leicester, in return for the 
rich present he made her on the New-Year's Day of 1571-2— 
namely, ‘‘one armlet, or shakell of gold, all over fairly garnished 
with rubyes and dyamondes, haveing in the closing thereof a clocke, 
and in the fore part of the same a fayre lozengie dyamonde without 
a foyle, hanging thereata round juell fully garnished with dyamondes, 
and perle pendant weying 11 oz. qu. dim., and farthinge golde 
weight: in a case of purple vellate, all over embrudered with 
Venice golde, and lynde with greene vellat.’’ Supposing the violin 
to have been the choice return-gift for this sumptuous bracelet of 
1571-2, the ‘‘ additions’’ to it in 1579 may have been made by 
Leicester's order to suit his own fancy; and probably at the same 
time the shields bearing his arms, and those of the Queen, were 
piaced on the finger-board. It is lent by the Earl of Warwick. 
Another treasure to be seen here is the elliptic jewel of white enamel, 
bearing the “* bloody hand ’’ of Ulster, the only known badge extant 
of the Order of Baronets. The jewel is set round with large pre- 

cious stones of various colours: ruby, emerald, and diamond alter- 

nately. It is of British workmanship, date 1664, and is lent by 

Sir George Duckett, Bart. 

The Boar’s Head, Eastcheap, has been a puzzle as to its 
locality. It appears that Shakspeare has it “a tavern;"’ the 
Boar’s Head was added by one of his commentators. Even had 
the location and name been correct, the Boar’s Head of our time 
could not have been of Shakspeare's, since that was d stroyed in the 
Great Fire. Lastly, the Boar's Head of our time, from a mmo- 
randum made at the time of its demolition, occupied the site of tha 
statue of King William IV. In Mr. Ansley Windus’s sale the 
carved boar’s head said to have been the device or sign, sold for 
£26. It was found among the remains after the Great Fire. 

In Lilly’s catalogue we find a copy of Luke Hutton’s “ Dis- 
covery of a London Monster, called the Blacke-dogg of N “weate, 
profitable for all readers to take heed by.’’

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


The proceedings in both Houses of Parliament since their meeting 
have been in the nature of saluting before a fight. Most, if not 
everything, has been in the nature of preparation for the work of 
the ie, Ministers to a moderate extent, and private members to 
a large extent,developing their ideas in the way of bills and motions. 

In the midst of the positive din of notice-giving in the Commons 
there has arisen a plaintive cry from the Lords of having no work to 
do. Earl Granville, the most accommodating of leaders, promised 
to do what he could to snatch a few crumbs from the rich 
table of the Lower House, and he has succeeded in getting one 
bill—that for the repression of crime—into the Upper Chamber, 
while there is a probability that the Bankruptcy Bill will go 
there too. Thus, their Lordships for a few evenings will 
be enabled to make a show oF doing business until seven 
o'clock for awhile; but it is no erndite prediction to say that 
in a month they will find themselves in their normal, and, as some 
people think, proper position, of a registry for the Commons. It is 
idle to talk ot an early division of original business between the 
two Houses, in order to prevent the Lords from being swamped in 
the penultimate weeks of the Session, for it is inevitable that if such 
bills as that which the Home Secretary has yielded to Lord 
Kimberley and a Bankruptcy Bill were to be passed by the Lords 
by April, they would slumber in the archives of the Commons 
until late July, when the Lower House, having no special 
faith in the legislative wisdom of the Upper Chamber, would quietly, 
as ever, pitch them into the limbo of the next Session. Nothing 
can be so perfunctory as this patriotic anxiety of the Lords for 
equal participation in the business of legislation, founded as some 
people say on an idea that it is desirable to impress on the public a 
sense of their usefulness, whereas the fact is ‘the public, of course 
not understanding the value of their Lordships, think that when- 
ever the Lords are particularly busy they are only employed in 


neutralising the force of general opinion and the pure patriotism of | 


the Commons in regard to Parliamentary action.

ANTARCTIC EXPEDITIONS AND THE TRANSIT OF 
VENUS. 

On Monday night the usual meeting of the Royal Geographical 
Society was held in Albemarle-street—Sir A. 8. Waugh in the chair, 
After expressing the regret of the society at the loss sustained b 
the president, Sir R. 1. Murchison, in the death of his wife, Sir A 
Belcher proposed a resolution of condolence with Sir Roderick, which 
was unanimously adopted. 

Staff-Commander Davis then proceeded to read a paper on 
** Antarctic Expeditions and the Transit of Venus,.’’ The paper, as 
implied by its title, was divided into two parts. 

The first gave a historical account of the expeditions to the 
South Pole, the writer remarking on the singularity of the fact that 
whilst the names of the Arctic explorers were familiar as household 
words, comparatively few were acquainted with the expeditions to 
fe Southern Pole or even the names of the discoverers in the Ant- 
arctic regions. Having briefly referred to the early expeditions of 
the Dutch, French, Americans, and English, the author of the paper 
gave a detailed and most interesting narrative of the expeditions of 
Captain Ross in the Erebus and Terror, which commenced on 
Nov. 12, 1840, and of which Commander Davis himself formed part. 

With regard to the transit of Venus, the t interest attached 
to it was owing to the data it afforded for determining the exact 
distance of the earth from the sun, respecting which there 
was an estimated error of 4,000,000 miles. As this transit took 
place only once or twice in a century, it was necessary for 
astronomical purposes to make hay whilst the sun shines. Within 
a comparatively brief space of time there would be two transits of 
Venus—one in 1874 and another in 1882. The value to be attached 
to the latter transit was the chief object of the paper. There 
were two methods by which this transit could be effectually 
observed: Ist, by absolute longitudes from four stations— 
one for acceleration by parallax, and one for retardation for 
the ingress and the same for the egress; for, as the planet 
took about six hours to cross the sun’s disc, there were but 
few places from which both the ingress and egress could be 
observed, having due consideration for parallactic value, For this 
method accurate determinations of longitude were necessary—an 
error of one second of time would vitiate the result. The other 
method was by observing both ingress and egress from two 
stations, one for acceleration by parallax, the other for retarda- 
tion; and the great advantage of this method over the other was 
that the accurate determination of longitude was not an absolute 
necessity. In the transit of Venus in 1882, one such station was to 
be found in the North American colonies, and the other could only 
be obtained in a high southern latitude. The modus operandi sug- 
gested was that two vessels with steam—the hydraulic propeller 
being suggested as the mode of applying the steam power—should 
leave England about June, 1881, having on board the equipment, 
in men and instruments, for observing the transit by the two 
methods—that was for three cbservatories, On the passage out, two 
of these parties, with their instruments, should be landed on the 
selected stations for the first method, and at once commence moon 
observations for the determination of the longitude, whilst the vessels 
proceeded to Hobarton, from which place they would finally start for 
the south in the latter end of December, and, striking out in 
longitude about 165 deg. east, endeavour to make Ballen 
Island, and, keeping well to the westward, take the pack and wor' 
through it towards South Victoria, and then skirt the coast along 
ns closely as possible; for, although in the Erebus and Terror the 
did not see the appearance of a harbour, it was just possible a dif- 
ferent season might open one up; proceeding south past Possession 
Island, in latitude 733; and, failing to find a harbour or suitable 
place of landing on that island, to return at once to Possession 
Island, and land the party, with huts, instruments, and provisions 
for two years, the ships returning north, and, after refitting, 
separate and proceed to the two statious at which parties had been 
landed on the passage out; and, after supplying the wants of the 
observatories, and seeing all in a fair training for observing the 
transit, leave, and repair to Hobarton to prepare for proceeding 
again south; and, starting about the same time as the previous 
year, pick up the southern party, and on the return the other 
parties, and return to England. The author suggested the necessity 
of educating the men who were to take part in this expedition by 
sending them, in the first instance, to the Arctic regions, ashe con- 
fessed that when he went first to the Antarctic he should have pre- 
ferred to return back if he had had the choice. In conclusion, the 
author dwelt on the necessity of England maintaining her glory as 
a pioneer of discovery. 

At the conclusion of the paper a discussion took place, in which 
Captain Richards, Hydrographer to the Admiralty ; Captain Sherard 
Osborn, Admiral Collinson, Sir L. M‘Clintock, General Lefroy, Sir E. 
Belcher, Dr. Rae, and Admiral Ommaney took part. The value of 
the expedition was approved of by all the speakers, and it was ad- 
mitted that the men to take part in it were to be found now as they 
ever had been, if the expedition had only the countenance of the 
country and the Government, The Hydrographer to the Admiralty 
remarked that the expedition would no doubt have the best wishes 
and countenance of the Admiralty, but that the country must work 
eon the Government to provide the means of carrying it out. 

A vote of thanks to Commander Davis for his paper, which was 
admitted to be full of interest, was agreed to. 





WEEKLY RETURN OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 











The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and | 
deaths in London ard in thirteen other large towns of the United | 
Kingdom during the week ending Saturday, Feb. 20:— 

In London the births of 2401 children (1209 boys and 1192 
girls) were registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of | 
ten years 1859-68 the average number, corrected for increase of | 
population, is 2279. 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 1491. It | 
was the seventh week of the year, and the average number of deaths | 
for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 1522. | 
The deaths from zymotic diseases were 318, the corrected average | 
number being 314. Six deaths from smallpox, 15 from measles, 39 
from scarlet fever, 10 from diphtheria, 82 from whooping-cough, 
23 from typhus fever, 37 from enteric fever, 19 from simple continued 
fever, and 14 from diarrhmwa were registered. The deaths of 2 | 
persons who suffered from privation, of 3 persons from alcoholism, 
of 7 children from burns or scalds, of 4 persons from drowning, 
ef 6 infants from suffocation, and of 8 persons who committed 
suicide, were recorded. The deaths of 5 persons killed by vehicles 
in the streets were registered. 

In the week 5026 births and 3339 deaths were regi in 
London and in thirteen other large towns of the United Kingdom. 


The annual rate of mortality was 27 per 1000 persons ae. 
The annual rate of mortality last week was r 1000 in 
London, 30 in Edinburgh, and 27 in Dublin; 24 in Bristol, 20 in 


Birmingham, 27 in Liverpool, 29 in Manchester, 31 in Salford, 
30 in Sheffield, 30 in Bradford, 25 in Leeds, 32 in Hull, 38 in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 35 in Glasgow.

LITERATURE. 


Krilof and his Fables. By W. R. 8. Ralston, M.A., of the 
British Museum. (Strahan and Co.) The popular literature of 
the great Russian nation is almost utterly unknown to the most in- 
quisitive and discursive English readers. Mr. Ralston, one of that 
group of accomplished scholars and writers who adorn the present 
official staff of the British Museum, has of late years bestowed 
much study upon the folk-lore of Russia, in which a fresh vein of 
critical research lies open to those who have exhausted the familiar 
products of British, French, and German humour or fancy. The 
modern A’sop of St. Petersburg—or, rather, a Russian La Fontaine 
or Gay—to whom we are here introduced, is a very amusing 


fellow; and we heartily thank Mr. Ralston for bringing 
him to our acquaintance, But we like the personal 
anecdotes in the short biography, compiled from three 


Russian memoirs, even better than the fables themselves—racy, 
oe ae and wise as they often are. Old Kriloff, who died so 
ately as 1844, was a thorough original in all his habits of life; and 
many good stories are told of him in the Imperial city, where his 
bronze statue, erected in front of the palace in the Summer Garden, 
is looked up to with affectionate reverence by the children who de- 
light in his clever little tales. They were composed in verse, and 
are esteemed a pattern of good idiomatic language, in La Fontaine's 
style of brief and direct narrative, which appears so easy, but is the 
most finished performance of literary art. Mr, Ralston has only 
attempted a prose translation, the accuracy of which is beyond 
doubt, seeing that it has been carefully revised by a Russian friend 
of his, M. Alexander Onegine. The collection numbers about a 
hundred fables, which were most likely picked up by Krilof from 
the common talk of the peasantry and moujiks, or of the market- 
women he overheard in the street; they are certainly not mere 
imitations of Greek, Oriental, or other foreign apologues. We leave 
them under the impression that there isa good deal of human nature 
in Russia as well as in other parts of the world. 


The World at Home ; or, Pictures and Scenes from Far-off Lands. 
By Mary and Elizabeth Kirby. (T. Nelson and Sons.) The 
hackneyed phrase “combining entertainment with instruction ”’ i 
the only way of truly describing the merits of this volume. It is 
attractive and delightful, with an immense variety of those 
picturesque facts and lively anecdotes of the real world that are 
worth a thousand times more than silly fairy tales to healthy- 
minded children. It is also full of useful knowledge, and suggestive 
of sound moral and religious sentiments, which a wide survey of 
the diverse kinds of life in every clime of this round earth can 
hardly fail to inspire. The style is exactly that of a mother or 
teacher simply talking with a child of six or cight years, and freely 
answering its questions. The engravings are very numerous, and 
help to explain the things told, 

On the Edge of the Storm, By the Author of ‘* Mademoiselle 
Mori.’’ (F. Warne and Co.) The lady writer of this story has 
earned the favour of many readers by her interesting, pure-spirited, 
and unaffected books of the same class already published. They 
are tales of social and domestic life in France or ftaly, at a period 
not too far removed from our own to engage the sympathies of the 

resent generation, The time here indicated by “ The Edge of the 
Storm’’ is the moment just before the outbreak of the great French 
Revolution, eighty years ago; and the scene is chiefly laid in the 
Béarnais town of Ibarraye, close to the Pyrenees, amidst the dis- 
turbances and complications which were caused there, as in 
other corners of provincial France, by the sudden overthrow 
of aristocratic and _ ecclesiastical authority. There is a 
eculiar element of historical interest added to this picture of 
‘rench manners and ideas in that age—namely, the oppressed con- 
dition of the poor Cagots, a race of persecuted outcasts, strangely 
differing in complexion from the people around them, and thought 
to be descendants of the Goths who found their way into Gaul 
under the Roman Empire; but French and Catholic like their 
neighbours, though for ages cruelly illtreated and denounced as 
impure. A brother and sister of this suffering tribe are two of the 
persons in whose fate we are led to feel most concern. The others 
are a benevolent and enlightened old gentleman of noble rank, with 
his charming frivolous wife and his high-spirited daughter, Marcelle 
de Fayolles; and a brave Captain Gavarnie, who has lived in 
America, and has learned wha trational liberty means, The story 
is very well worth reading. 

Personal Recollections of English Engineers. B 
Author of the “‘ Trinity of Italy." (Hodder and Stoughton.) No 
fear need be felt lest this very interesting volume may have been 
forestalled by Mr. Smiles’s “‘ Lives of Engineers.’’ Each author 
has his own peculiar claims, and both should have their multitude 
of readers. Nor is there any reason why the readers should not be 
the same in both cases, for the two works are as different as can 
well be in matter, scope, and style. The personal recollections of 
the engincers themselves are combined with personal recollections 
of many circumstances connected with the introduction of railways 
into the United Kingdom; and the combination, together with the 
author’s critical and other comments, makes such a collection of 
facts, suggestions, reflections, explanations, and anecdotes as can- 
not fail to produce a feeling that the time spent in perusal 
has not been employed much less profitably than agree- 
| and amusingly. The opposition met with by the 
early promoters of railways, the incredulous sneers and 
eceptical remarks of their enemies, the lack of qualified 
engineers, the audacity of unscrupulous and pushing but ignorant 
adventurers; the prodigious energy and devotiox. of Stephenson, 
Brunel, and other leaders; the sorkiess expenditure, the incessant 
toil during certain periods at which the flagging powers were kept 
up only by extravagant and factitious excitement, the institution 
of the now established ‘‘navvy’’ and the perturbation of mind 
caused in certain districts by the unprecedented height of his wages, 
are all sketched out with a light but graphic touch. It is sad to

| think how much genius was, according to the author’s representa- 


tion, hurried into a premature grave by pressure of the demands 
made upon it and by its characteristic disregard of health and cha- 
racteristic over-taxation of the most enduring constitution. 
But demand creates supply, and the author’s volume closes 
with a sort of lamentation over the present condition of 
our civil engineers:—‘‘The profession of the civil engineer,” 
it is said, “is under a cloud. Offices are closed, public 
works are discontinued, draughtsmen and pupils are unem- 
ployed.” It may be so, and it is much to be regretted that it 
should be so; nor is there much consolation to be derived from the 
consideration that it could not well be otherwise, and that action 
must be followed by reaction. But it is more likely that the de- 
pression spoken of is due to the mania which overdid railways, and, 
consequently, produced a vast surplus of civil engineers, than to 
‘opposition to scientific enginecring.’’ Railway accidents, how- 
ever common they may become, are not the sort of things to which 
men can get so accustomed as to disregard them altogether, or even 
regard them with some approach to indifference; and so one is 
strangely moved, even at this distance of time, on reading our 
author’s account of the scene which took place at an inquest held in 
consequence of the Dee-Bridge accident. The accident, our author 
says, ‘‘was-almost the sole blot on the safe and brilliant course 
of Mr. Stephenson’s career;’’ and his account of the consequent 
inquest is brief, but for that very reason the more telling. He 
shows us the horror-stricken j half resolved beforehand on 
returning a verdict of at least mm Bow h against the engineer ; 
the engineer, vexed with himself, grieved at the loss of life, and 
irritated ‘at the remarks of unscientific jurors; and the inspector 
—- by Government, pale, tremulous, and almost speechless 
under # sense of responsibility and in the face of public indigna- 
tion, though he had often confronted without a change of colour or 
of a single muscle the death he had, by pronouncing the bridge 
safe, been in some measure the cause of to others. The stories told 
of the coolness displayed by General Pasley, the inspector, when 
he was himself in peril, occupy some of the most readable pages of 
the volume, and excite, not only admiration, but an astonishment 
which borders upon incredulity. An unfortunate habit of swearing, 
which appears to have prevailed amongst the early enginecrs, 
receives an unnecessary amount of notice and illustration; a bare 
#atemeat of the fact would have beea quite suflicicat 











Indian Ballads, and Other Pooms. By William Waterfield. 
(Smith, Elder, and Co.) Ever since the time when the late Dr. 
Milman was Professor of Poetry at Oxford an occasional fragment 
translated from some ancient Hindoo fom has been put forth in a 
more or less elegant English dress, but has attracted, it is to be 
feared, only very small attention. Now, however, that the study 
of Sanscrit is becoming more general such performances as those 
of Mr. Waterfield, whose “Indian ballads,’’ it is presumed, are 
translated chiefly, if not entirely, from the Sanscrit, ought to secure 
a tolerably wide circulation. The Hitopadesa, upon which the 
young student usually sets to work at first, is very well in its way, 
and is for many reasons an excellent work to begin upon, but some- 
thing less in the line of proverbial philosophy and less likely to wear 
out the reader's patience would be more adapted to the require- 
ments of the scholar who has a soul above cram. It is impossible, 
without means of comparing the translations with the original, to 
say how far Mr. Waterfield has been successful; but he has 
managed to produce a collection of ballads sufficiently agreeable to 
read, and full of poetical beauties. There is plenty of spirit, of 
elegance, of fancy, of simplicity, of pathos, of sweetness, and of 
that indescribable charm which the mythological element imparts 
to everything with which it is intermingled. 

The Braemay Highlands. By Flizabeth Taylor (Edinburgh : 
William P. Nimmo.) This unpretentious but valuable little volume, 
abounding with curious legends and anecdotes, treats of a locality 
to which special attention has been lately called by the publication 
of what it is the fashion to term “ the Queen's book.’’ The descrip- 
tions are geographical, traditional, and historical; and from each 
point of view they are very attractive. The chapters devoted to 
an account of the origin and rise of Clan Farquharson, and those 
in which the relations existing between the Queen and her High- 
land neighbours and subjects are touched upon, contain a great deal 
of agreeable and instructive reading. It appears that ‘in 1848, 
when Prince Albert purchased the reversion of the lease of Balmoral 
Castle’? which has now become ‘‘a permanent summer residence 
of Royalty,’’ no new honour, but only the recovery of ancient 
honours, was in store for Braemar; for it had been the abode of 
Kings in bygone generations, Many readers will be pleased to learn 
what was the origin of the “‘ gathering of the clans’’ and what 
change has been made in the annual contests. 


Cast Up by the Sea. By Sir Samuel White Baker, M.A., &c. 
(Macmillan and Co.) This story, which is “‘ dedicated to all boys 
from eight years old to eighty,’’ and is ‘‘ beautifully illustrated by 
Huard,’ may be considered as a sort of tribute of gratitude paid 
by the author to certain boys who spontaneously wrote him letters 
expressive of the admiration excited in them by their perusal of his 
** Albert N’yanza’’ and “ Nile Tributaries of Abyssinia.’’ The 
story is a mixture of fiction and fact, and is supposed to record the 
adventures of one Ned Grey, whose real name, it will be naturally 
surmised, was not Grey. But when you are cast up as a helpless 
infant by the sea you must take what name you can get and be 
thankful for having one at all. The author has laid himself out 
for a good supply of such incidents as boys love; but they will 
probably prefer his fact to his fiction. At any rate, the “ boys"’ 
a are about half way ‘‘from eight to eighty’’ almost certainly 
will. 

Cast Away in the Cold. By Dr. Isaac J. Hayes. (Sampson Lowe, 
Son, and Marston.) This rey in title and in some other respects, 
bears a certain resemblance to the preceding; it is freely illustrated, 
it appears to be partly fact and partly fiction, it records the earl 
adventures of an old mariner, and it is full of incidents poe 4 
as boys love. It is, moreover, written by an author whose nal 
experiences (as a voyager in the Arctic regions) are or ought to be 
pretty widely known. The style suggests a presumption that the 
author is not so ambitious as Sir Samuel Baker in his expectation of 
possible readers, The book is no doubt intended for those who are 
children in years as well as in feelings, and it is calculated to please 
those for whom it is intended. 


The Peerage and Baronetage for 1869. Thirty-first Edition. By 
Sir Bernard Burke, C.B., LL.D. (Harrison.) This popular 


and portly volume makes its annual appearance somewhat later 
this year, in consequence of the recent change of Administra- 
tion. The book is as handsome as ever, and its details are, 
as usual, most carefully attended to. We find the fullest 
accounts of the numerous new creations of Peers and Baronets, 
which fill up the room of older titles which by extinction have 
passed away for ever. By-the-by, what a hiatus has of late 
occurred in the judicial tribunal of the House of Peers. Great 
legal names have departed. Lyndhurst has been speedily 
followed by Kingsdown, Brougham, and Wensleydale, and all 
their titles have died with them, except the second patent of Lord 
Brougham. One feature in this Peerage is creditably prominent— 
viz., the visible endeavour to attain accuracy in depicting and 
describing of the arms of Peers and Baronets. Correctness in 
this respect is really of public importance, as is the exclusion 
adopted of false claimants to baronetcies. Indeed, tie great care 
evinced throughout the work shows that Sir Bernard is determined 
to merit continuance of the patronage he has so long enjoyed. 


The handbooks of personal information for the year 1869 record 
a greater number than usual of new names in the Parliamentary, 
official, ecclesiastical, and soseetes ranks, as well as many changes 
in the families of the nobility. Dod's Peerage, Baronetage, and 
Knightage, published by Whitaker and Co., has a wider range than 
other peerages, extending to all knights and their widews, Privy 
Councillors, and Scotch Lords of Session, the whole included within 
two lists, one comprising every person with a real title or prefix of 
honour, whether inherited or bestowed on him by the Crown; the 
other comprising those who bear the courtesy title of Lord, Lady, 
or Honourable. The chief facts and dates in the biography of each 
living person are correctly given; and the volume also contains a 
treatize on precedence, one upon the inferior titles of Peers, one upon 
the modes of addressing persons of title, with a dictionary of terms, 
and lists of the orders of knighthood, and of the Privy Council. 
The coronets, badges, collars, and stars belonging to each rank or 
order are shown by a series of engravings. Debreti’s Illustrated 
Peerage and Debyrett’s Illustrated Baronetage and Kuightage, 
two handsome and convenient volumes, published by Dean aud Son, 
are designed upon a rather different plan, supplying much informa- 
tion with regard to the pedigree and family connect.ons, the 
armorial bearings, the brothers and sisters, and the younger 
children of each person specified, which particulars are not to be 
found in “‘ Dod’s Peerage and Baronetage.’’ The heraldic shield, 
with supporters, crest, and motto, is represented in every instance 
by a pretty little engraving. We may also notice Who's Who for 
1869, published by Mr. A. H. _ which is a useful list of the 
names, offices, titles, and ages of all public men; and The Shilling 
House of Commons, edited by Mr. E. Walford (publisher, Mr. 
Hardwicke), which is a cheap substitute for ‘‘ Dod's Parliamentary 
Companion.”’ 

Lost in Paris, and Other Tales, by Edwin Hodder (Hodder 
and Stoughton), is the title of a small volume containing literature 
of the kind which is someties designated “improving.’’

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THE OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 
The Engraving on our front page represents the Right Hon. 
Speaker of the House of Commons, preceded by the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, going in procession, with the clerks and other officers of the 
House, and a number of the hon. members, to attend at the bar of 
the House of Lords, when the Queen’s Speech, at the opening of 
this Session of the new Parliament, was read by the Lords Com- 
missioners in front of the throne. This was done on Tuesday week, 
as our readers are probably aware, the Lords Commissioners being 
Lord Hatherley (as Lord cellor), the Earl De Grey and Ripon, 
Lord President of the Council ; the Earl of Kimberley, Lord Privy 
Seal; the Marquis of Aylesbury, and Viscount Sydney. There 
were about thirty Peers in the House, among whom were the Duke 
of Cambridge and the Archbishop of Canterbury, with twelve other 
Bisho When the Speech had been read, the Lords Commissioners 
retired to disrobe, and the House adjourned till five o’clock. The 
usual Address, in reply to the Royal Speech, was adopted by each 
House at the evening sitting. e portraits of the mover and 
seconder of the Address in the Lower House are given this week ; 
those of the Earl of Carysfort and Viscount 
formed the same task in the Upper House, will appear in our next. 








THE NEW MINISTRY. 


The four portraits engraved together on one page of this Number 
of our Journal are those of the First Lord of the Treasury, the 
Right Hon. W. E. Gladstone; the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
the Right Hon. Robert Lowe, whois Second Lord of the Treasury ; 
the Right Hon. James Stansfeld, Third Lord of the T ; an 
one of the Secretaries to the Treasury, Mr. George Grenfell Glyn. 
The remaining members of this department in the new Administra- 
tion are Mr. W. P. Adam, Captcin Vivian, and the Marquis of 
Lansdowne, Junior Lords of the Treasury; and Mr. A. 8, Ayrton, 
joint secre’ with Mr. Glyn. 

The First Lord ef the Treasury and Prime Minister of the Queen is, 
or should be, the foremost of our living publicmen. The Right Hon. 
William Ewart Gladstone, M.P., has long filled so great a place in 
the opinion of his countrymen that all the main facts of his bio- 
graphy must be familiar to every newspaper reader. Mr. Gladstone, 
though born in Lancashire, is purely a Scotchman by race. His 
father was Mr. John Gladstone, afterwards Sir John Gladstone, 
Baronet, a merchant of Liverpool in the West India trade, but 
at i. a = —- of Leith; one of & et eoman 
family of Gladstanes, known for many generations at Biggar, 
in 1 Bm and still more anciently in Clydesdale. The 
mother of Mr. W. E. Gladstone was a daughter of Mr. 
Andrew Robertson, of Stornoway, in the Hebrides, some time 
Provost of Din in Ross-shire; so that the statesman has been 
able to tell a Glasgow audience that he has “‘ not a dropof any but 
Scottish blood in his veins."’ Mr. John Gladstone established a 
great business, and made a large fortune. He was M.P. for Wood- 
stock towards the end of his life, and created a Baronet in 1845. 
He was an active politician, of the eclectic or Liberal Conservative 
school: as may be judged from his wishing to return both Canning 
and Brougham as the two members for Liverpool when Roscoe 
withdrew. Brougham, however, would not ally himself with 
Canning, and Mr. John Gladstone then gave his whole support to 
the latter, who became his personal friend. This circumstance 
must have aided to form the mind of William Ewart Gladstone, the 
fourth son of Mr. John Gladstone, then a very intelligent boy, 
having been born in 1809. Canning was often a guest at his father’s 
house, and Mr. John Gladstone wisely encouraged his sons to listen 
to serious manly talk. Before his death, which occurred in 1851, he 
gave to each of his sons a portion of £100,000, The eldest is the 
present Baronet, Sir Thomas Gladstone, of Fasque, in Kincardine- 
shire: the second is Mr. Robertson Gladstone, who carries on the 
mercantile business at Liverpool; the third was Captain John 
Neilson Gladstone, R.N., who was M.P. for Portarlington, and 
died a few years ago. The fourth is the subject of this memoir. 
He was born, Dec. 29, 1809, in the same room of the same house 
where Mr. Cardwell, now Secretary of State for War, was 
born five years later; the Cardwell family having bought 
this house when the Gladstones removed to another. He was 
educated at Eton, and at Christ Church College, Oxford, where he 
obtained the high honours of a double first class. He became here 
an intimate friend of Mr. Sidney Herbert, afterwards Lord Herbert 
of Lea, and the Earl of Lincoln, afterwards Duke of Newcastle. 
By the aid of the father of the latter, the Duke of that time, Mr. 
W. E. Gladstone first obtained a seat in Parliament, for the nomina- 
tion borough of Newark, in December, 1832. He soon attracted 
the notice ef Sir Robert Peel; and when, in 1835, that statesman 
formed a short-lived Administration, Mr. Gladstone was made a 
Junior Lord of the Treasury, and then Under-Secretary for the 
Colonies, but held that office only two months, ——s with his 
leader in the follo’ month of April, and remained in 9 ition 
until 1841. When Sir Robert Peel returned to power, Mr. fedstone 
was sworn a member of the Privy Council, and office as 
Vice-President of the Board of Trade and Master of the Mint. He 
had to defend the commercial policy of the Government in the 
Lower House, and the revision of the British tariff in 1842 was 
almost entirely the result of his energy and industry. This 
important work received the sanction of both Houses with 
scarcely a si alteration. In May, 1843, Mr. Gladstone 
succeeded the of Ripon as President of the Board 
of Trade, but resigned that office in the early part of 1845 
because he disa of Sir Robert Peel's intention to augment 
and perpetuate the endowment of Maynooth College. When that 
question was however, he again took office, succeeding Lord 
Stanley, now the 1 of Derby, as Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. In 1846 he ceased to represent Seoul, and was returned 
for Oxford University in 1847. This change was made because the 
Colonial Minister supported the corn-law policy of Sir Robert Peel, 
and was therefore unwilling to remain under obligations to the 
Duke of Newcastle, who had influence at Newark, and who strongly 
sided with the ition. Mr. Gladstone became more and more 
estranged from Conservatives, and finally separated from his 
party in 1852, —s to take office in the Cabinet of Lord Derby.

Gladstone chose to be a candidate for South-west Lancashire, the 
district including his native town of Liverpool, but also including a 
great part of the Earl of sestates. He was not in 
the contest there, and now sits as tative of the —_—- 
metropolitan borough of Greenwich. It is needless here to any 
remarks upon the great abilities and achievements of Mr. Gladstone 
as an orator and statesman. His Budget speeches are marvellous 
efforts of business-like eloquence.

Since the 6th inst., which was the day when the Prince and 
Princess started from Cairo on their trip up the Nile, we have some 
very brief accounts of their progress. On the 9th, they arrived at 
Minieh, which is 160 miles from Cairo, but still in Lower Egypt, 
and is the last station on the railway to the grain district. The 
line of division between Upper and Lower Egypt is forty miles 
beyond Minieh, to the south. Onthe1lth the Royal party reached 
Assiout, where a relay of smaller steamers and dahabichs awaited 
them, to go up, if — as far as the second cataract ; but the 
water was already low. On the 20th they were at Esneh, in the 
province of Thebes, whence they proceeded, travelling leisurely, to 
the cataracts of Assouan. These particulars, of course, only reach 
us by telegraph. Some delays had been experienced because two 
of the steamers had got aground, and because, during the hours 
appropriated in the day time for meals, the dahabieh of their Royal 

ighnesses, the steamer with the dining-saloon, and the 
one on which there is the kitchen, had, for the comfort and 
convenience of the Prince and Princess, to be moored along- 
side each other. After sunset all Nile steamers are bownd 
to lie at anchor until daybreak; but for dahabiehs there is 
no such regulation, the crews of the latter preferring to do as much 
as possible of their work at night, so that they may indulge in 
repose during the heat of the day. The bad weather that set in 
almost simultaneously with the departure of their Royal Highnesses 
from Cairo followed them up the river, where they encountered 
high, contrary and were enveloped in clouds of sand and 
dust. The Princess, nevertheless, had been rowed about the river 
by the Duke of Sutherland and others, whilst the Prince had the 
opportunity of shooting. Some large birds had been bagged, but 
no ducks, with which, as a rule, the river abounds. His Royal 
Highness has with him guns of every possible calibre, a large stock 
of ammunition, and a wherry for approaching game, so that he is 
well prepared for any emergency, even for the capture of crocodiles, 
having had large nets specially made in England for this purpose, 
under the superintendence of Sir Samuel Baker.

THE NEW COURT DRESS. 


The order issued a few days ago by the Lord Chamberlain for the 
future regulation of the dress of gentlemen presented at her 
Majesty’s Court seems to be very generally approved.

The 
entlemen at Court may take their choice of two completely new 
or they may still retain the ancient Court dress, with its 
long waistcoat and 'g wig.

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ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 


Dr. Michael Foster, F.L.S., gave his concluding lecture on the In- 
voluntary Movements of Animals on Thursday week, in which he 
considered the movements proceeding from the central nervous 
system, brought about through some external agency—reflex 
actions. He began with alluding to the old notion which ascribed 
muscular contraction to the action of animal spirits or a vital 
principle; whereas the stimulus which causes the contraction 
neither adds to nor takes from the force of the muscle, but simply 
puts it in action, just as a steam-engine is started. He described 
reflex actions as cases where, a nervous centre being the seat of an 
equilibrium of forces, this equilibrium is disturbed by some stimulus, 
generally in the form of a nervous impulse arising from some 
sentient surface or organ (such as the skin), and where the result- 
ing impulses travel to a greater or less number of muscles, and so 
produce movements. He then described breathing as an example 
of a movement partly reflex and 
to the circumstances connected with it, such as the condition of 
the blood, or the nerves of the skin, and alluded to coughing, 
sneezing, and winking, as being in most cases reflex movements. 


He stated that in all cases of reflex action there is a centre (gene- | 


rally in the cranio-spinal axis), a purpose indicated in the move- 
ment, and most probably special mechanisms to carry it out. After 
having described the various movements obtainable by the application 
of stimulus in frogs without brains, and given a brief description of 
the nervous system by aid of diagrams, Dr. Foster demonstrated that 
volition resides in the cerebral hemispheres. Nevertheless, he said, 
the movements obtainable from frogs without these hemispheres 
vary according to the = of the nervous system left—some being 
intensely complex, such as swimming; but, as 4 always follow 
stimuli and do not occur without them, they are called involuntary. 
He then discussed the relation of voluntary to involuntary move- 
ments, whether going on side by side, or whether through volition 


setting agoing the mechanism of involuntary movements ; and drew | 
a comparison between the spontaneous beating heart and a spon- | 


taneously moving creature; ending by an allusion to the existence 
of volition, and the subjection of cilia to volition, in the infusoria 
and other animals of the simplest character. 

Mr. Greville Williams, F.R.S., at the Friday evening meeting, 
on the 19th inst., gave a discourse on the Female Poisoners of the 
Sixteenth and Seventeenth Centuries, whose very names at that 
time caused men to eat their daily bread under a dark shadow. In 
his introductory remarks he alluded to the singular combination 
then existing between chemistry and witchcraft, patronised by 
monarchs and statesmen, and referred to the existence of similar 
conditions in the days of the Roman Emperors, several of whom 
(Claudius, Caligula, and others) perished by poison. Mr. Williams 
then commented on the events which led to the murder of Sir 
Thomas Overbury while imprisoned in the Tower of London; 
noticing the betrothal of the Earl of Essex to Lady Frances 
Howard while yet children ; her unwilling consent to the marriage, 
in consequence of her ardent love for Robert Carr, Viscount 
Rochester; her employment of Mrs. Turner, a preparer of cos- 
metics and poisons, and of Forman, a wizard, who vainly en- 
deavoured to 7 the Earl by sorcery ; her influencing Rochester 
to engage his friend and adviser, Sir Thomas Overbury, to exert 
himself to obtain a divorce between her husband and herself; Sir 
Thomas's indignant refusal, with expressions of abhorrence, which 
aroused her implacable enmity ; the schemes by which he was made 
unwittingly to incur the King’s anger and be committed to the 
Tower; the plan by which Sir Gervase Elweys, a creature of 
Nochester, was made governor of the Tower; the engagement of 
Veston to poison Sir Thomas for £200; the marriage of the 
Cvuntess (after obtaining her iniquitous divorce) to Rochester, then 
created Earl of Somerset ; the piteous complaints of Sir Thomas to 
Somerset under his prolonged sufferings through the poisons; and, 
finally, his death, asserted to be by malignant fever, and hasty 
burial. Through the high position of the chief criminals, this 
murder would probably have been suffered to remain unavenged 
but for the enmity of the rising favourite Villiers to Somerset. In 
1615 Mrs. Turner, Sir Gervase Elweys, and others were executed ; 
but the Earl and Countess, condemned in 1616, were reprieved till 
1624, and soon after pardoned. Mr. Williams next gave an account 
of the discovery of a secret society of women, with one named 
Spara for president, who predicted the deaths of many persons 
with suspicious accuracy, and who was proved to have poisoned 
},@reat number of husbands who had become disagreeable 
to their wives—for which she and her assistant, Graciosa, were 
hanged in 1659. Soon after this, her instructor, the woman Tofana, 
who had sold her poison under the name of ‘‘ manna of St. Nicholas 
of Bari’’ (since called ‘‘ Aqua Tofana’’), was accused, and seized 
in a convent at Naples, to which she had fled, and strangled after 
confessing that she had killed 600 persons. The last case described 
was that of the Marquise de Brinvilliers, who, after obtaining 
instruction in the art of poisoning, through her lover, Sainte-Croix, 
and experimenting with fatal results on patients in the Hotel Dieu, 
at Paris, to which she obtained access in the disguise of a nurse, 
poisoned her own father and brother. She was detected through 
being named in the will of Sainte-Croix, who either committed 
suicide, or was accidentally killed while experimenting, in 1673. 
She escaped to England, but soon after, going to Liége, she was 
seized, taken to Paris, acknowledged a large catalogue of mur- 
ders, and was executed, saying ‘‘ C’est donc tout de bon!’’ The 
contents of a box bequeathed to her by Sainte-Croix were corrosive 
sublimate, opium, regulus of antimony, and sulphate of copper. 
Mr. Williams, in conclusion, referred to the wonderful jumble of 
crime, ignorance, and superstition disclosed in the poisoning cases 
at Marseilles in December last, in which we have circumstances 
remarkably parallel to those in the days of the Countess of Essex, 
the human heart being the same in all ages.

Professor Odling began his sixth lecture on Hydro

their formation. By burning either a jet of hydrogen in chlorine 
or a jet of chlorine in hydro r by igniting a mixture of the 


two gases, he showed that a chloride o: hydrogen (hydpochloric, or |

muriatic, acid) is produced ; and, in like manner, b 
= pn in oxygen or oxygen in hydrogen, or exploding a mixture 
of the two gases, he formed an oxide of hgdooeen, water, in the 
form of dew; and he remarked on the necessity of contact in pro- 
ducing these compounds. In commenting on the properties of 
hydrochloric acid gas, he —— noti and showed its great 
solubility in water, very nearly equal to that of ammonia. He then 
explained and illustrated the volume-relation of these gases, show- 
ing that one volume of hydrogen will unite with only one volume 
of chlorine, however much may be present, to form hydrochloric 
acid; but that two volumes of hydrogen are uired to unite with 
one of aren to form water. e also noticed the different specific 
gravities of these gases—hydrogen being 1 and chlorine 35°5; their 
compound, hydrochloric acid, is 36°5; and oxygen being 1°6, its 
compound with hydrogen is 17. He also alluded to the expansion 
of the compound gases, due to the heat produced by the chemical 
combination, and their contraction on cooling. The latter part of 
the lecture was devoted to a series of interesting experiments exhi- 
biting the results of the combination of free Tpdegen with free 
chlorine or oxygen, or with combined oxygen or hydrogen, and of 
combined hydrogen with combined chlorine or oxygen, which gave 
rise to some sin rly — and brilliant combustions, accompanied 
by peculiar wailing sounds. 

The Rev. Frederick William Farrar, M.A., F.R.S., of Harrow 
School, gave the first of a course of four lectures on the Growth and 
Results of Comparative Philology, on Tuesday last. In his intro-

former times, and then commented on the two great races of | 
Central Asia, the Semitic and Aryan, to whose existence is due all, | 
or nearly all, which makes man most distinctly man. In con- | 
sidering the problem of the origin of language, Mr. Farrar ascribed | 
it to onomatoperia, the imitation of natural inarticulate sounds or 
involuntary cries, the germ of interjections combined with the law 
of association, the use of symbols, and the adoption of metaphors, 
issuing in the distinct recognition of language as a conventional 
and artificial instrument for the utterance of human thought. In 
support of this he referred to Australian and Esthonian legends. 
He next adverted to the entire absence of linguistic inquiries 
among the Chinese, and the recent discovery of M. Stanislas 
Julien, after fifteen years’ unremitting study, of a law whereby he 
was able to decipher the ancient Chinese translations of Buddhist 
writers. Mr. Farrar next commented on the linguistic mysticism 
of the Hebrews; their attaching a divine character to language ; 
their belief in the Bath-Kol, or chance words, as a species of 
divination; and their small advance in philology. The Greeks 
| studied language, but not comparative philology, regarding 
other languages than their own as barbarous; yet, amid the 
barren arguments of the analogists and anomalists, we have 
the dawn of grammatical studies, developed by the schools of 
Alexandria into a science which became a necessary part of the 
training of the young noble Romans, and was a favourite pursuit 
of the great Caesar himself. A noble series of grammarians, from 
Varro and Quintilian, culminated in Priscian and Donatus, and 
laid the foundations of grammar as taught throughout the Middle 
Ages, and even to the present day. Classical philology, however, 
said Mr. Farrar, is the architecture, not the chemistry, of language, 
and is devoted to the usage and not the analysis of words; and the 
first dawn of comparative philology did not appear till Leibnitz, 
who urged Peter the Great to have the Lord’s Prayer and the Ten 
Commandments translated into all the languages of his dominions, 
but without success. Catherine intrusted the task to Pallas, who 
published a glossary of twenty-seven languages; and in 1806 
appeared the ‘‘ Mithridates’’ of Adelung, containing the Lord’s 
rayer in 400 dialects. In 1808 came the great discovery of Sanskrit 
and its relations to other languages, which forms a new epoch in 
literature and in the development of human thought. In the latter 
part of the lecture Mr. Farrar commented on the labours, in this 
eat field, of Halher, Sir William Jones, Schlegel, Bopp, Burnouf, 
| ilson, Max Miiller, and others, and on the important results of 
this discovery ; the th of grammar and the analysis of words;

THE THEATRES. 


Drury Lane, on Monday, presented the new iz the old, by pr®- 
ducing Mrs. Howard Paul in the double character of Lady Macheth 
and Hecate in Shakspeare’s sublime tragedy oi ‘*‘ Macbeth.’ No 
one doubted that Mrs. Paul would embody the part of Hecate both 
in person and voice admirably ; and, indeed, she made a feature of 
it, with an excellence which distances almost any possible compe- 
tition. She appeared with wings, and delivered the injunction to 
the weird sisters with remarkable energy and force. These qualities, 
however, were to a considerable extent wanting in her rendering of 
Lady Macbeth, which, nevertheless, was a performance of great 
merit. It seemed to be the aim of the actress to invest the character 
with tenderness, and to veil gracefully her murderous and ambitious 
nature by a gentle demeanour. Mrs. Paul’s voice is not fitted for 
tragic declamation, and she tried to substitute for the latter a 
subtlety of interpretation. In her first soliloquy, while reading the 
letter, she repeated the words, “Hail, King that shalt be,’’ 
though Shakspeare uses them but once. The repetition is not in 
good taste ; ond the actress should have reflected that in all proba- 
bility the poet knew what he was about. After the murder of 
Duncan Mrs, Paul came on with the other characters, which was 
right, being according to the original text; but she altered the 
important exclamation, when informed of the murder, changing 
it from ‘* What, in our house?’’ to ‘* What, in our castle:’’ 
Admitting that every man’s house is his castle, and that Macbeth's 
residence was a castle properly so called, the one question is never- 
theless not a fair equivalent for the cther. There is a sentiment, in 
this relation, in the word ‘‘ house,’’ which does not belong to the word 
‘‘castle.’”’ In the sleeping scene, Mrs. Paul was purposely slow 
and emphatically elaborate, but the impression was not corre- 
spondent with the pains taken in its production. Want of practice 
and proper rehearsal were evidently the causes of this and other 
shortcomings. The part of Macbeth is supported on alternate 
evenings by Mr. Phelps and Mr. Charles Dillon, and we shall pro- 
bably take an opportunity of comparing their different styles. The 
latter is certainly the less conventional, and perhaps is the better 
calculated for popularity. 

Not long ago one of our popular playwrights obtained no little 
distinction by the production of two plays at nearly the same time. 
Mr. Watts Phillips now occupies four separate stages with different 

pieces, and has assumed a triumph correspondent to his success. 
Three of these pieces we noticed last week, the fourth remains for 
consideration. 

Mr. Phillips’s new drama has been placed on the boards of the 
Holborn, and has achieved a fair degree of acceptance. It isin three 
acta, and is called ‘‘ Fettered.’’ Of this term, so far as we could

from 2 lb. to 31b. per bushel greater than usual. Out of 528 returns 
| only thirteen are under an average, and 381 are over it. The barley 
| returns are unfavourable, and the bulk of the crop is too thin to be 
fit for malting, owing chiefly to hasty ripening, especially on the 
light soils. The oat crop is very bad; and 387 returns out of 490 
| are under the average. Of these 135 range from one fourth to 
| entire failure. Asregards the bean crop, only seventy-three out of 
411 returns are an average or over it; and it is noteworthy that the | 
winter beans are all good, while the spring-sown are bad, at least, 
in those cases where the returns make a distinction. Peas have | 
done better than beans; and 174 returns speak to an average and 
over, while 229 are under one. Some of the crops were worm- | 
eaten; but, generally speaking, the quality seems to be good. 
These valuable annual returns, which say a great deal for news- 
per enterprise, contrnst very favourably with the curious specu- 
tive tables as to stock and cultivation recently put forth by the 
Board of Trade.

ALL SAINTS’ CHURCH, 
SHEFFIELD. 


The name of Sir John Brown, 
founder and proprietor of the 
great Atlas Steel and Iron Works 
at Sheffield, is well known to our 
readers, a portrait and memoir of 
that gentleman having appeared 
in this Journal when he received 
the honour of Knighthood. By 
his invaluable aid in the con- 
struction of the British iron-clad 
fleet, and in furnishing the plates 
for the artillery experiments of 
our War Department, he has well 
earned that mark of Royal favour ; 
and his services to the railway 
interest, by the introduction of 
steel rails, have contributed 
greatly to the public advantage. 
His extensive works at Sheffield, 
employing nearly 4000 persons, 
have been described and illus- 
trated in these pages. Sir 
John Brown is a munificent 
benefactor of the town, over 
which he has more than once pre- 
sided as its chief magistrate. Our

a cost of £10,000, including his 
gift of the site. The building is 
cruciform in plan, with tower and 
spire at the west end. It is de- 
signed in a bold and massive style, 
suitable to the neighbourhood, 
and is large in all its details and 
proportions. The height of the 
spire is 190ft., being about 10 ft. 
more than that of the old parish 
church, and forms in its com- 
manding position a very con- 
spicuous feature in the locality. 

he extreme internal dimensions 
of the church are 109 ft. 6 in. long 
by 76 ft. wide in the transepts, 
and 56 ft. in the nave and aisles. 
The height of the nave to the 
ridge is 56ft. This church will 
seat 720 adults and 259 children, 
the latter sittings being in small 
galleries in the tower and tran- 
septs, approached by distinct en- 
trances. The site is well chosen, 
having a frontage to three main 
lines of new road—namely, 
Ellesmere and Sutherland roads, 
and Lyons-street. The architects 
are Messrs. Flockton and Abbott, 
of Sheffield. Sir John Brown has 
also given a site and £600 for 
another church. 





THE RAIN-POOL BY 

THE WAY. 
A common and sometimes rather 
annoying incident of African 
travel is shown in one of Mr. T. 
Baines’s sketches. It frequently 
happens, even when there is no 
absolute scarcity of water, that 
the weather is sufficiently hot, and 
the road dusky enough to make a 
glimpse of a clear fresh pool of 
cool rain-water particularly wel- 
come. But while the thirsty 
traveller is anticipating a luxu- 
riant draught the eager dogs 
catch sight of it, and, rushing 
forward, plunge all together into 
the pool, and lap the waters as 
they bathe, while the native fol- 
lowers kneel among them and 
secure theirshare.

Baines, ‘‘after an almost water- 
less journey of nearly forty miles, 
a broad and placid rain-pool sur- 
rounded by grassy borders in an 
opening in the forest. For one 
moment it reflected the clear blue 
sky and the surrounding trees, but 
in another moment the loose cattle 
and the horses broke into a trot, 
the waggon oxen forgot their 
weariness, and then the place of 
the rain-pool was occupied by a 
crowd of men, of animals, and 
vehicles trampling the clear

FINE ARTS. 
Tue fourth annual exhibition of oil paintings at Mr. M‘Lean’s 
gallery in the Haymarket has just opened.

incontestable ; though the qualities are in general those consonant 
with a polished, subdued, coldly-calculated result, conveying the 
impression of elegant yet toilsome trifling by highly-trained clever 
| men, rather than those —o usually evinced in richer colouring 
| and franker handling, which seem to testify to truer, deeper art- 
| feeling, even when the mode of expression is stammering and in- 
| complete. The superficially-refined luxury of the Empire is 
| reflected in its art, with, also, some of its corrupt tendencies. Sub- 
| jects covertly insinuating, or suggestive of, sensuality, at least of 
| equivocal influence, are ming common. The abuse of the nude 
| and the questionable celebration of the demi-monde on canvas as 
| well as the stage will be patent to visitors to recent Paris exhi- 
bitions. The celebration of the demi-monde, in conformity with

North of Ireland family ; and was the son of Hugh Ovens, Esq., of 
St. Catherine's, in the county of Fermanagh, by his wife, Elizabeth, 
daughter of Hugh Lyle, Esq., of Coleraine.

FUAD PACHA. 

Mehemet Fuad Pacha, the eminent’Turkish Minister, who died 
on the 13th inst., was born in 1814 ; and, at the age of fifteen, studied 
medicine in the schools at Galata, and some six years later served 
in the Ottoman navy. At the death of Mahmoud II., he entered 
upon his diplomatic career, and, after filling various minor offices 
was, during the disturbances in the Principalities which followed 
the Revolution of 1848, Ottoman Commissioner at B . He 
was next sent on a mission to St. Petersburg, and on his return to 
Constantinople made Home Secretary, under the Viziership of Ali 
Pacha. Later, he acted as Commissioner at the head-quarters of 
Omar Pacha, in the Crimean War. He was nominated, in 1855, to 
the Tanzimat, with the rank of Mushir and the title of P, and 
he became, in 1856, Minister of Foreign Affairs. In 1861 Fuad 
Pacha was appointed Grand Vizier of the Empire. He was deco- 
rated with the order of the Medjidie (first class), and riumerous 
foreign orders. He was the author of a poem entitled “‘ The 
Alhambra; ’’ of a Turkish grammar, published in 1852; and of a 
pamepnlet, “The Truth upon the Question of the Holy Places,”’

Captain William John Duma. of Tivoli, Rose Bay, and of St.

PROFESSOR STRANGEWAYS. 

Professor Thomas Strangeways, D.C.L., of the Edinburgh

NATIONAL SPORTS. 

The Waterloo meeting, which had no drawback, save the absence 
of Lord Sefton on the first day, and a slight difficulty in 
managing a crowd of six or seven thousand, resulted in the second 
triumph of Master M‘Grath, after beating Borealis, Hard Lines, 
Charming May, Randolph, Lobelia, and, finally, Bab at tho 
Bowster. The little Scotch beauty fairly brought him to his bear- 
ings at last, as she was nearly as fast, and quite as good a worker; 
and she, in her turn, had all her work cut out to shake off the 
beautiful Lady Lyons in the third ties, after two mp-gete. Charming 
May also ran in brilliant style, and so did Lobelia and Ghillie 
Callum. In fact, eight such good greyhounds, four-and-four of a 
sex, seldom met to dispute the third ties; and yet Charming May 
and Requiem were not amongst them. Ghillie Callum was very 
strongly fancied after winning four courses; but Bab beat him, 
and the final trial was between the cracks of Ireland (1) and 
Scotland (2), while England was third with Lobelia, the 
winner in 1867; and Scotland fourth. She and Belzoni were 
the only remnants of the sixty-four that were slipped in 
67, and, with the exception of her, and the winner, and 
seven others, the field of ’68 had vanished. Nothing is more 
quickly used up than a _— greyhound. Lancashire won the purse 
with Bacchante, Borealis running up; and the same county also 
threw in for the purse with Lord Sefton’s Salvia, which beat 
Cataclysm after one ‘‘no-go.’’ Both the runners-up in these small 
stakes were by Patent: and it is noticeable that Lobelia and Bab 
are both granddaughters of Canaradzo. Flying Spray’s running 
disappointed her backers more than any other’s throughout the 
week. Mr. Warwick never judged better, and we doubt if excep- 
tion, and that very slight, was taken to more than one course out of 
the 131. It #% said that Lord Lurgan declared immediately after 
this second great victory that his dog should run no more, Perhaps 
such a brilliant pair as the black and Bab never met in the slips for 
a deciding Waterloo Cup course.
